her interests, may be divided in camps 
of hostile opinions, hot against each 
other, involved in the war itself in 
impulse and opinion, if not In action. 


"Such divisions among us would be 


fatal to our peace of mind and might 
seriously stand in the way o£ the 
proper performance of our duty as the 
one great nation at peace, the one peo- 
ple holding itself ready to play a part 
of impartial mediation and speak the 
counsels of peace and accommodation, 
not as a partisan, but as a friend. 


"I venture, therefore, my fellow 


countrymen, to speak a solemn word 
of warning to you against the deepest, 
most subtle, most essential breach of 
neutrality which may spring out of 
partisanship, out of passionately tak- 
ing sides. The United States must be 
neutral in fact as well as in name dur- 
ing these days that are to try men's 
souls. 
We must 'be 
impartial 
in 


thought as well as in action; must put 
a curb upon our sentiments as well as 
upon every transaction that might be 
construed as a preference of one party 
to the struggle before another. 


"My thought is of America. I am 


speaking. I feel sure, the earnest wish 
and purpose of every thoughtful Amer- 
ican that this great country of ours 
which is, of course, the first in our 
thoughts and in our hearts, should 
show herself la this time ol peculiar 
trial a nation fit beyond others to ex- 
hibit the fine poise of undisturbed 
Judgment, the dignity of self-control,

Measure equal parts of flour and fat 
and to a tablespoonful of each, add a 
half cupful of liquid. 


A brown gravy is so made by brown- 


Ing the flour in the fat before adding 
the water or milk, and also by adding 
a bit of "kitchen bouquet." 


A large proportion of mishaps in 


cooking is due to carelessness in 
measuring. Always use a measuring 
cup which holds half a pint. When'a 
cupful of flour is called for, it means a 
cupful after it has been sifted and 
lightly filled into the cup. A tea or 
tablespoonful means a level one. 


Never measure by guess. 
Do not 


begin a dish until you have carefully 
read over the recipe and see that you 
have all the materials. 


Collect all .the materials before be- 


ginning to put the food together. 


A cake, to be successful, should be 


given one's whole attention. 


Coffee and sponge bread cake are 


slow to rise because of the fruit and 
shortening, so they should be kept in 
a warm place where they can be risen.

As things round themselves off and 


accomplish themselves one begins for 
the first time to see them clearly. 
From the perspectives of a new nge 
one can look back upon the great and 
widening stream of literature with a 
complete understanding. Things link 
up that seemed disconnected, and 
things that were once condemned as 
harsh and aimless are seen to be fa.c- 
tors in the statement of a gigantic 
problem. An enormous bulk of the sin- 
cerer writing of the eighteenth, nine- 
teenth and twentieth centuries falls 
together now • into an unanticipated 
unanimity. One sees it ns a huge tis- 
sue of variations upon one theme, the 
conflict of human egotism and personal 
passion and narrow imagination on the 
one band against the growing sense of 
wider necessities and a possible, more 
spacious life. 


That conflict is In evidence In so 


early a work as Voltaire's "Candlde," 
for example, in which the desire for 
justice as well as happiness beats 
against human contrariety and takes 
refuge at last in a forced and Incon- 
clusive contenment with little things. 
"Candlde" was but one of the pioneers 
of a literature of uneasy complaint 
that wns presently an innumerable 
multitude of books. The novels, more 
particularly, of the nineteenth century. 
If one excludes the mere story tellers 
from our consideration, witness to this 
uneasy realization of changes that call 
for effort and of tbe lack of that effort 
In a thousand aspects, now tragically, 
now comically, now with a funny af- 
fectation of divine detachment, a count> 
less host of witnesses tell their story 
of lives fretting between dreams nnd 
limitations. Now one laughs, now one 
weeps, now one reads, with a blank as- 
tonishment at this huge and .almost un- 
premedlated record of how the growing 
human spirit, now warily, now eager- 
ly, now furiously, arid always, as it 
seems, unsuccessfully, tried to adapt 
Itself to the maddening misfit of Its 
patched and ancient garments. And 
always in these books, as one draws 
nearer to the heart of the matter, there 
comes a disconcerting evasion. It was 
tbe fantastic convention of the time 
that a writer should not touch upon 
religion. To do BO was to rouse the 
Jealous fury of the gnat multitude ot 
the professional religious teachers. It 
was permitted to state the discord, but 
It was forbidden to glance at any pos- 
sible reconciliation.

religion was omitted. It was ignored 
by the newspapers.

A Small Six Room Cottage—By John Henry Newson. 


A simple treatment of a six-room house possessing its full share 


of character. This home is of frame construction, with the first story in 
ordinary siding' painted white and the second story in shingles stained 
gray. Porch columns and all trimmings are painted dark brown and 
the window sash and sash bars are painted white. The railing on the 
porch is made up of % hy 5-inch cypress boards with the pattern sawed 
out at each joint. This is a departure from the ordinary spindle and is 
one of the details about this home which gives it style and character. 


The plan is very simple and inexpensive, and at the same time 


possesses all of the features obtainable in such a small .house as this. 
The kitchen, with its pantry and ice room, is complete and conven- 
ient, and the bathroom on the second floor is placed conveniently for 
general use from any part of the house.

one side by reason of a slip of the en- 
graving-tool, which rendered it nec- 
essary to change the entire course of 
the river Rhine or else poll the map. 
After having spent two days in dig- 
ging and gouging at the map, I would 
have changed the course of the At- 
lantic Ocean before I would have lost 
so much work. 


I never had so much trouble with 


anything in my life as I did with this 
map. 
I had heaps of little fortifica- 
tions scattered all around Paris, at 
first, but every now and then my In- 
struments would slip and fetch away 
whole miles of batteries and leave the 
vicinity as clean as if the Prussians 
had been there. 


The reader will find It well to frame 


this map for future reference, BO that 
it may aid in extending popular intel- 
ligence and dispelling the widespread 
ignorance of the day.
